They live chiefly in the superficial mold 
less than a foot below the surface, but 
in long continued djy weather and in 
very cold seasons they may burrow to a 
depth of eight feet. The burrows are 
lined by a thin layer of earth, voided 
by the worms, and end in small cham¬ 
bers in which they can turn round. 

The burrows are formod partly by 
pushing away the earth, but chiefly by 
the earth being swallowed. Large quan- 
ties of earth are swallowed by the 
worms for the sake of the decomposing 
vegetable matter contained in it, on 
which they feed. The earth thus swal¬ 
lowed is voided in spiral heaps, forming 
the worm castings. In this case the 
worm obtains food and at the same 
time excavates its burrows, 
j In addition to the food thus obtained 
half decayed leaves are dragged into the 
; burrows, mainly for food, but also to 
plug the mouths of tlio burrows for the 
i sake of protection. Worms are also fond 
of meat, especially fat. They will also 
j eat the dead bodies of their relatives. 

1 They are nocturnal in habit, remaining, 
as a rule, in the burrows during the day 
and coming out to feed at night. 

The earthworm has no eyes, hut is 
affected by stroug light if exposed to it 
for some time.

This 
wonld be a fearful indictment against 
i tho use of that anaesthetic if we only 
knew what was the relative proportion 
of patients submitted to its influence and 
to the influence of other anaesthetics. In

BIG TOM, CONVICT. 

There wero those who said that con¬ 
vict 1280 was innocent of the crime 
which sent him to prison for such a Jong 
term of years, hot that there was scarce 
a hope of his ever being a froe man \ 
again. They meant that he was tech- j 
nically guilty. He had sought to save a 
woman from a heating at the hands of 
her husband, and in the struggle and 
excitement he had struck a blow which 
caused the death of the man. It was 
accident, in a sense, bnt it was also 
manslaughter. No man who is a man 
will stand by and see a woman beaten, 
and yet if he interferes he must take 
his chances with tho law. Big Tom, as 
the convict was somotimes referred to, I 
was, like most big men, a child in his 
gontleness and goodnature. He did not I 
complain, but ho grieved. Ho thought i 
of the years and years which must drag ; 
away before the prison doors would open 
to him, and he moved about liko a 
weak, old man. The prison officials felt 
pity for the man, but a convict is a con¬ 
vict, and all must be treated alike—all 
who show obedience to the rules. They 
sized him up as childlike and good na- 
tured, and yet they said to each other as 
they talked of him : 

“Look ont for Big Tom! He will 
break loose some day and do some des 
perate thing!” 

They thought it would como during 
the first six mouths of his term—tlieu 
daring the second—then they almost 
became afraid of him. Men who are 
slow to anger—who go on grieving, 
brooding and bearing a mental burden ! 
for weeks and mouths are devils when ! 
the climax comes. 

Big Tom had the management of the j 
trip hammer in the machine shop. Had , 
they put him in the shoe shop or tailor | 
shop he would liavo rebelled at once. : 
His place was beside the biggest piece j 
of machinery in the shops, two pieces 
of machinery, as it were—Tom and 
Trip. Day by flay and week by week : 
and month by month, as tho ponderous 
hammer rose and fell and its blows 
shook the very earth for yards around, 
making the convict smile and look 
prond, the guards had an oyo on him 
and kept saying to each other:

Children are seldom seen in prisons, j 
and it is a rare thing that they are 
taken into tho shops in tho yards. If 
any one in that prison knew that 
convict 1280 had a daughter—a fair 
haired, handsome child, who could only 
walk alone when tho jury pronounced 
his verdict of “guilty”—he had for- I 
gotten the fact. His wife had visited j 
him ns often as visitors were allowed, ; 
but the child had never been seen with- : 
in the grim walls. Knowing that her 
hnsband had killed a man by accident, 
tho wife could bear to see him wearing 
the horrible stripes of a convict, but to 
let tho child look upon him, to ga/.o in 1 
woudor at tho iron bars, to ask why all 
those men were there, u thousand times 
no! And so this was tho first child Big 
Tom had seen tfinco the heavy doors shut 
him in. Father, mother and child came 
close to him and gazed at the ponderous 
hammer with wondering eyes. You 
would have argued that the sight of tho 
child would have softened the convict's 
beurt and brought tears to his eyoH, hut 
it did not.
